Continued from Pago 1 
warmth and understanding with- 
in the family U Important. The 
years ore formative and samples 
set within the family unit have 
much to do with later attitudes 
toward lite. 

He called the ages between 11 
and 11 the "me ol conflict," the 
time when children can become 
Involved In juvenile delinquency. 
He said that conflicts within the 
personality con 'sometimes erupt.

parents' help curh frustrations 
within the children. 

Dr. Pennock passed a rose 
through the audience and asked 
each person to pluck a petal. He 
used the me « »n analogy. He 
explained that one petal taken 
from the rose doesn't ruin It. but 
that If the petals are constantly 
removed the rou Is ruined. 

He sold a child Is like a 
each time you "tenr" the child 
with lock of affection or under- 
standing the child is hurt. This 
' damage Is accumulative and can 
hurt the child In time. 

If a child becomes delinquent, 
parents often don't reallw how 
they have caused this damage to 
accumulate. 

In summary, Dr. Pennock ad- 
Tlaed that society should return 
to some of the old-fashioned 
Ideas concemlnit family life, 
where ccbesWeness, love, trust 
and a full family life deterred 
many problems faced today. 

Last night Dr. Pennock pointed 
out that society often looks for r 
new framework to stave off prob- 
lems.

Dangerous Imports 

From time to time there ore experi- 
ments in transplanting various forms « 
life from one continent to another. Not 
— Hirof-theiie-experinientB- have i-pnved 
beneficial. In some cases the imported 
^oms-oflife-fulfined-the^orlgiimLpur- 
posc but got out of control and rapidly 
became a nuisance or even a menace. 

A couple of the nuisance birds that are 
quite well known over nearly all of the 
U. today lire the English sparrow and 
the starling, both of which were im- 
ported. Another example could be carp 
in Snnke river, which are reported not 
native to the watershed. The carp mip- 
poaedly were brought into the area of 
the upper Portneuf river many '■years 
ago to eat mass out of irrigating ditches. 

Then another phaBc of the same prob- 
lem is trying- to keep undesireablc forms 
of plant und animal life out of the nation 
because of the possible menace. The ef- 
fort involves control of the normal ten- 
dency to spread and misguided efforts 
ol individuals. 

One such example came to light re- 
cently when the Vilas Park zoo at Madi- 
son, Wis., purchased a giant African 
snail from a Tcxnn who has been grow- 
ing them. Imports of the snail from 
Africa' have been banned because of the 
creature's prolific reproduction and its 
giant appetite. Each snail can consume 
up to a head of lettuce a day. Presumably 
the" snail couldn't survive in a colder 
climate, but the possibilities for damage 
in the southern U. S. are obvious. 

Any farmer who goes through the an- 
nual battle with hordes of insects can 
appreciate the problem. Any insect with 
the possibilities of the giant snail should 
be treated as a menace and kept out of 
the country. Even experimental study of 
some Insects can start another popula- 
tion that might get out of hand rapidly.

TIME TO CUT BACK 
Advocates of economy in government 
sometimes despair at ever reducing fed- 
eral expen^tures or lowering the fed- 
eral debt: Successive administrations ap- 

Jiarently are bent on determining if there 
s a limit to the amount of spending and 
debt that can be survived by the nation. 
Foreign aid, national defense, boondog- 
gling of all sorts and general philosophy 
that the federal government can finance 
anything juat go right on piling up the 
bills. 

But now Sen. Frank Church has of- 
fered an - amendment to the foreign- as- 
sistance act that would permit reduction 
and ultimate termination of military 
equipment and supplies to nations 
deemed able to equip and maintain their 
— own-forcaa^SenamiLi;huidi_DiJint3.j>ut. . 
more than 14 billion dollars has been 
paid by the U.S. since 1950 in this sort 
of federal aid. Although the pending bill 
allocates a mere 314 millions, he terms 
it a perpetuation of military subsidies. ' 

"Most of these countries have now be- 
-- come so prosperous-that their_ per_capita 
income rivals that of some of our Amer- 
— ican-States,— Sonator-Church^aaya 

"Clearly, there is no economic basis 
upon which to justify our continuing 
— BubsidieB-to-theflc-countxies^—Congresg 
stopped substantial economic aid to these 
countries eight years ngo, recognizing 
they had' fully recovered their capacity 
to be self-supporting. It is long past time 
for us to take a similar stand on military 
aid," he declares. 

When the federal government gets 
going on any form of spending, there's 
just no stopping. If a little bit of aid is 
good, a lot is better; if marginal farmers 
are in trouble, then quite obviously all 
farmers arc in trouble nnd let's straight- 
en them out, regardless of the cost. 

There's a suspicion here that Senator 
Church is dealing more with the result 
than with the cause. What the U.S. 
needs is a change in the open-handed 
spending philosophy all up nnd down the 
line.

There are other peculiar aspects to this case, 
which originated at the Wisconsin Motor corpor- 
ation or West Allls, Wis. Six members exceeded 
tho union's production limitation and were fined. 
Two paid, but four appealed to Uie NLRB re- 
gional office at Chicago, asking that the punish- 
ment be declared an "unfair labor practice.'' 

LAW SEEMS CONTRADICTORS — When they 
were turned down on the basis of a previous 
NLRB ruling, which found that unions had the 
power to fine members for crossing a picket line, 
the four laid their complaint before filuart 
RoUunan, general counsel of the NLRB. 

He Issued a complaint against the union. HU 
purpose, he said, was to Investigate an "untested" 
provision of the Taft-Hartley act. He wants to 
settle the question of how far a union may go 
In punishing members without vlolatlns their in- 
dividual and legal rights. 

On this point, the law seems contradictory. It 
says that «,unlan cannot "restrain or coerce" 
employes from engaging or not engaging In un- 
ion activity. But It also declares that this pro- 
hibition "shall not Impair the right of a labor 
cm f nidation to prescribe Its own rales with re- 
spect to the acquisition or retention or member- 
ship"— en extremely broad grant of authority.

Hartley a "slave law." This disclosure of the 
union bosses' arbitrary power— nnd their use of It 
- raises 'the question: Who are the stoves?

All this was published, but the public didn't 
heed; milk was still shunned because of the ra- 
dioactivity it mlRht contain. 

The same thing was true of cholesterol— some 
nutritionists said milk raises the cholesterol level 
ill the consumer's blood. Cholesterol la suspected 
contributor to heart disease. A doc lor -faddist 
made headlines demanding that schools not give 
his children milk. And again, the public took up 
the hue and cry. 

The people of Africa. .India, Japan have far 
less heart trouble than Americans, and they drink 
far less mlik. it was argued. That was a clincher, 
why wait for more facts7 

No one stopped to wonder about maiimtrttJjn.
